Schmidt and Raymond W. Schroeder were elected Councilmen-at~ 
Large at the last General Election. The Clerk will administer 
to them the oath to which they have already subscribed." 

The Clerk at this time administered the oath to Mayor

Arthur L. Schmidt and Councilman Raymond W. Schroeder.
